7. To see if the town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of $1,400.00 for repairs of highways and bridges, in 
order to obtain State Aid for Class V Highways in the 
amount of $2,197.00. 


8. To see if the town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of $402 fot Town Road Aid, in order to obtain State Aid

for maintenance, construction, or reconstruction of Class V 
highways in the amount of $2,241.65. 


9. To see what sum of money the town will raise and 
appropriate for care of cemeteries. | 


10; To see what sum of money the town will raise and 
appropriate for Memorial Day purposes. 


11. To see if the town will authorize the Selectmen to 
borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


12. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate a sum of money for street lighting. 


13. To see if the town will vote a discount on full or 


partial payments of taxes and fix the date of payment of 
same, or take any action relating thereto. 


14. To see if the town will raise and appropriate a sum 


of money to insure employees of the town or take any action 
relating thereto. 


15. To see if the town will raise and appropriate the 


sum of $200.00 to be spent in co-operation with the State 
Forestry Department for White Pine Blister Rust Control. 


16. To see if the.town will authorize the selectmen to 


sell real estate bought by the town at tax sale, provided 
they sell it only to the last former owner, and provided the 
sale price is sufficient to reimburse the town for all taxes 
and for all expense to which it has been put; or will take any 
action relating thereto. 


17. To see if the town will authorize the selectmen to 
sell real estate owned by the town at prices which, in their 
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judgment, are fair and equitable; or will take any action 
relating thereto. 


18. To see if the town will vote to appropriate the 


sum of $26.00 for the Monadnock Region Association of 
Southern New Hampshire; or will take any action relating 
thereto. 


19. To hear the reports of agents, auditors and com- — 


mittees, and officers heretofore chosen and pass any vote 
relating thereto. 


20. To see if town will vote to petition the State Tax 
Commission to have an audit made by the Division of 
Municipal Accounting, and to make an appropriation to 
cover the expense of such audit. 


21. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of one hundred dollars for the perpetual care 
of the Cemetery Lot of Thomas Rhodes, who with no 
thought of remuneration, planted on the Common the trees 
which have added to the attractiveness of the town. 


22. To see if the town will vote to accept from the 
Cumnock Heirs the sum of one hundred sixty dollars for the 
perpetual care of the Robert L. Cumnock Cemetery Lot. 


23. To see if the town will vote to accept from the 
estate of Louise E. Davis the sum of One Hundred Dollars, 
for the perpetual care of the Charles T. Reed Cemetery Lot. 


24. To see if the town will earmark $500.00 from the 
combined appropriations in Articles 7 and 8 above, for 
graveling and tarring Class V roads, and designate at which 
location such money shall be spent. 


25. To see if the town will confirm the action of the 
selectmen in the matter of purchase of the tractor-plow, or 
take any other action thereto. The plow is now on a lease- 
purchase arrangement; sale price is $2,500.00; $1,000.00 
has been deposited either against purchase or to be refund- 
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ed after deducting wear and tear for the current winter 


season. If decision is to complete purchase, town should in- 


struct selectmen as to number of serial notes to issue. The 
current budget includes $800.00 for the first year payment. 


26. If vote of town on article 25 above is to purchase 
tractor-plow, to see if town will raise money to buy a tar- 
paulin cover for. same, or make other housing arrange- 
ments. 

27. To see if the town will authorize the selectmen to 


secure the assistance of the State Tax Commission in reap- 


praising the taxable property in the town in order to secure 
greater equality as between taxpayers, and to assure the 
assessment of all property in the town on the same stand- 
ard of value, and to raise and appropriate money to pay for’ 
the same. | 


28. To see if the town will take action, and appropri- 
ate a sum of money, to provide toilets in the town hall, to 


conform with the State Law. 


29. To see if the town will instruct the selectmen to 
include a copy of the tax invoice book in the 1948 town re- 
port.

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REPORT OF LIBRARIAN 


Much activity has been experienced by the Library 
during the past year. One thousand, nine hundred and 
seventy-two books were circulated during the period, and 
one hundred and thirty-eight books were added to our stock. 
Of this latter number, fifty-two were purchased from Town 
Funds, thirteen were given to us by State Aid, and the re- 
maining seventy-two were the gift of twelve friends. An 
additional five books have been promised by State Aid as 
part. of this year’s gift, but. had not yet arrived when this 
report was submitted. 


An analysis of our circulation during the past year re- 
veals some interesting facts. Contrary to popular opinion, 
it is not only the summer months that enjoy a heavy circu- 
lation. During the past year the months of March, April, 
and May saw the heaviest circulation, which is a sure indi- 
cation that it is our regular year-round residents, not tran- 
sient visitors that profit most from the library. 

“Another interesting fact revealed by checking the cir- 
culation is that about 50% of our patrons are school chil- 
dren, and that the children read, not only for pleasure, but 
for information as well. Such use of the library by our 
children is, of course, of great value to them, not only in 
what they obviously get out of the books, but in what they 
learn of the responsibilities and privileges of a public insti- 
tution. In addition the children have been largely instru- 
mental in delivering adult books to their parents. We have 
this year begun the development of a department for 
juvenile non-fiction, and will enlarge it as rapidly as our 
means may permit. 


. An all-out effort has been made for some time now to 
fill in a complete file of Town reports from their very

earliest publication, and we are very happy to report that at 
this time, thanks to the active interest of several residents, 
we have very nearly achieved a complete file. 


Many, many thanks are in order to all who have done 
so much for the Library during the past year. The donors 
of books included: C. W. Anderson, §.

Dimock, Mrs. J. E. Driver, Mrs. R. E. Henderson, Mrs. D. M.

We also ap- 
preciate the added comfort of two electric heaters which 
have been loaned us for the winter. And the librarian 
would like to express her personal gratitude to the several 
women who served the library so cheerfully and well during 
her prolonged absence. ;

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Mason: 


I respectfully submit my twenty-fourth annual report 
as your Superintendent of School. 


OUTLOOK FOR EDUCATION 


The State Board of Education with the leadership of 
the new Commissioner of Education has carefully drawn up 
~ a new plan for state aid, and suggested a largely increased 
legislative appropriation to make it effective. The Interim 
Commission authorized by the 1945 Legislature has made 
an exhaustive study of public education in New Hampshire 
and their report further emphasizes the need of largely in- 
creased state aid:to the local school districts. 


The state aid plan in use since 1919, providing for 
elementary schools only, was based on a very complicated 
formula which was difficult to apply and unsatisfactory in 
its adminstration. Furthermore the legislative appropria- 
tion was seldom sufficient to cover the requirements of the 
law. 


The proposed plan, which would give state aid for sup- 
port of high school as well as elementary is embodied in a 
bill now under consideration in the Legislature. It sets up 
a simple formula allowing a fixed sum of money for each 
pupil attending school in any given school district. Two 
kinds of state aid are proposed; first, an Equalization Fund 
to supply any district with the money it needs for support 
of high and elementery schools beyond the amount of a local 
tax of $6.00 on each $1,000 of equalized valuation; second a 
General Fund to supply to every school district in the state 
a certain sum of money for each child attending school. 
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These funds must be provided by legislative appropria- 
tions; in case such appropriation is not sufficient, provision 
is made to supply the Equalization aid first and to dis- 
tribute the remainder as General aid proportionally. 


The reason.for the proposed new plan and its justifica- 
tion are to: be found in a comparison of New Hampshire 
with the other states of the Union. New Hampshire is the 
fourth lowest state in the percentage of state aid furnished 
the local school units, providing only 7% of the local costs 
of elementary schools as compared with a national average 
of 35%. New Hampshire is the only state not now pro- 
viding state aid for high school costs. 


Education is universally recognized as a responsibility 
which the state cannot escape by throwing the entire 
burden of costs upon local real estate taxation,—a burden 
so unequal that it amounted to a tax ranging all the way 
from $3.73 per $1,000 in one town to 982. 41 in another town 
in the school year 1944-45. 


A citizenry made up of people enlightened through 
universal education is the only sure guarantee for the pro- . 
tection of the American democratic principle of the dignity 
and worth of the individual, and is as necessary as adequate — 
military defense. The Nation’s economic security depend: 
more upon acquired knowledge and skill than upon natural 
resources. Democracy is constantly theatened by hostile 
alien political, economic and social theories that can be de- 
feated only by vigilant, constant efforts comparable to 
those that won the war, in which every individual has a 
responsibility and a contribution to make. 


In such a citizenry no less than a complete high school 
education for every mentally competent child is sufficient. 
No less than the very best teaching will assure such a de- 
gree of intelligence. The most competent persons who have 
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the understanding and skill to discover and _ intelligently 
stimulate and develop the talents of children. The prac- 
titioner of no other profession needs more highly specialized 
knowledge, more technical precision and artistic skill, than 
the teacher. 


Against this conception of the ideal as a background, 
let us look at the present condition: more than a third of the 


nation’s 900,000 teachers have quit teaching entirely since — 


1939; 60,000 vacancies have not been filled at all and 109,- 
000 persons lacking the full qualifications for teaching cer- 
tificates have been employed on emergency permits. Near- 
ly 500 such persons are now teaching in New Hampshire. 


The end of the war brought no relief, and there will be 
no relief until persons of high native ability can be attracted 
to the teacher training institutions in much greater num- 
bers, and there receive a full four year training. Such per- 
sons will not be keen to invest four years in this training 
unless they can expect rewards, in terms of money and sat- 
isfactions, that are comparable to those in other occupa- 
tions requiring a like amount of training. 


SALARIES 


Last year I reported that a survey of current salaries 
of elementary teachers in New Hampshire showed that in 
towns with less than 600 population, sixteen were paying 
less than $1200 and eleven were paying from $1400 to 
$1500. A like survey this year shows only four towns pay- 
ing less than $1200. $1400 to $1500 is the minimum salary 
in twenty-seven towns, and the maximum salary in thirty- 
two towns. Nine towns are paying from $1600 to $1800. 
The five towns in this group in our Union are paying from 
- $1200 to $1650. | 


Towns whose population ranges from 600 to 1000 are 











paying elementary teachers from $1200 to $2100, except 
that six pay less than $1200. 


Towns whose population ranges from 1000 to 1500 pay 
from $1200 to $2000 with none less than $1200. 


. Towns whose population ranges from 1500 to 2500 are 
paying from $1350 to $2340 with none less than $1300. 


. The survey shows that there was a definite upward 
trend of salaries from last year to this, and at this moment 
many New Hampshire towns are granting further increases 
for the current year ranging form $200 to $400. 


BUDGET 


The budget presented for the school year 1947-48 is 
based upon the supposition that a teacher will be available 
to continue a school in Mason for the first six grades and 
that the seventh and eighth grades will continue going to 
Greenville, however, it is extremely doubtful if a competent 
teacher will be available. This creates a situation which 
should be considered very carefully by the voters at the 
March meeting and in this connection it is estimated that 


there would be a probable saving of around $675 in total | 


costs if all the pupils were carried to Greenville. 


The items in the budget presented are based on present 
costs and estimated increased costs for next year. The 
teachers’ salaries situation is such that it would not be wise 
to allow less than $1500 for the regular teacher plus $200 
for the music teacher.. Textbooks have cost $86.00 so far 
this year ahd as many more will be needed at a higher price 
for next year. Janitor’s service is estimated at this year’s 
cost of $120.00. Minor repairs including proper main- 
tenance of toilet facilities will probably cost $100. Trans- 
portation is costing $1600 this year and would presumably 
cost the same amount next year. As nearly as we can 
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estimate there will be seven pupils going to Greenville in 
elementary grades and tuition will cost $252. Also as near- 
ly as we can estimate there will be five pupils attending 
Townsend High School at a cost of $575. Expense of ad- 
ministration is estimated at $90. Last year’s figure of $140 
included teacher retirement assessment which is now placed 
in a separate item called, “Fixed Charges” and will amount 
to $8.75. | 


The estimated income of the district consists of the dog 
tax of $80 and income from Trust Funds of $600, approx- 
imately the same amounts as received last year. We an- 
ticipate a balance of $200 at the close of the school year. 
The assessment required to balance the budget will be 
$4176.75, however, if it is thought best to close the school 
and send all the elementary school pupils to Greenville an 
assessment of $3500 will be sufficient.
